white hedge {parrow, (Gurruca), a 
white lark, (Alauda vulgaris) and a 
white blackbird (Mcrula vulgaris).

This Dr. W, 
has given upon very flight teftimony, 
and principally with the view of afcer- 
taining whether it is ‘really a native or 
not. It feems to have been confidered 
by our herbalifis and older botanifts 
as a very rare and curious plant... - 

Cyclamen Europenm. Mr. Woods 
ward has affured Dr. W. that this has 
been fotind in Suffolk. In the time of’ 
Gerard, it gf¢w upon the mountains of 
Wales, Lincolnthire and Somerfetthire; 
but, as it has not Keen difcovered in the 
fituations he mentions fince then, there 
is great reafon to fufpeé its legitimacy. 

Leucojum afiivum. Mc. Curtis firk: 
found this in England growing by the 
river next. Greenwich, as ‘alfo in the 
Ile of Dogs; Gerard enumerates five’ 
roots of  Leutojum (including the 
afivum) all of- which, he fays, “ do 
prowe neere unto the fea fide about 
Colchefter, in the Ifle of ‘Man, ‘necre

Im with this notion, and ac- 
gaining freth laurels to Copernicus, 
wrote to his: friend Jobe Bernoulli, 
the younger, at Berlin, intreating of 
that learned man to enquire if any pa- 
pers of Copernicus could be obtained 
at Thorn, or elfewhere, whence ma- 
terials might be furnithed for exploring 
the merits of the reftorer of the truce 
fyftem of the univerfe. : 

Aa the fame time, Lord Buchan in- 
formed the learned Profeffor of Natu- 
ral Philofophy at Edinburgh of thefe 
yeleasches, and made his intentions 
known to feveral other perfons of {ci- 
entihe. curiofity; but the difturbed 
ftate of Europe has prevented that cor- 
refpondence with Germany, and that 
tranquillity of mind, fo indifpenfable 
for following out and attaining the 
objets neceflary for the elucidation of 
the defign, Notwithftanding thefe cir- 
eumftances, Lord Buchan does not de- 
fift from hoping, at a more favourable 
junGiure, to refume his enquiries con- 
cerning Copernicus ; and, with a view 
to call the attention of thofe in foreign 
pasts, who may be in poffeffion of any 
materials for the literary life of Cop@r- 
nicus, he has thought it expedient and 
proper to publith extraéts of the corre~

Difcouraged by the difturbed ftate of 
Europe, fo hoftile to every bleffing of 
humanity, and particularly to a free 
correfpondence among nations, Lord 
Buchen has been forced to fufpend his 
enquiries concerning the papers and 
letters of Copernicus, from which he 
hoped to have been ‘able to se 

the 
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the genius and the-philofophical merit 
: of that great founder of modern aftro- 
nomy, and to thew that his fame ought 
not to be circum{cribed as an expoun- 
der of the dreams of the antients, but 
extended tothe full limits of his fcten- 
tifie difcoveries of our folar fyftem. 

The fame excellent Bernoulli, of 
Berlin, writes thus to the Earl of 
Buchan: .

every allowance’ for the licentioufnel® 
of the age, and of the manners of the 
Court, among the Proteftant members 
of which (fee Wraxall’s Memoirs of 
the Houfe of Valois) Theodore Beza 
was held in high eftimation, it is im- 
poflible to recognize their authenticity, 
Without giving up their author to a 
tenfure amounting nearly to abfolute 
condemmation.

Another obje&tion of fome impor 
tance arifes front the place where the 
firfl editron of Bez.’s poem was ptibe 
lithed, as well as from the time‘of efeit 
publication.

The interpolator feems to have 
had a more poetical, though a lefs mo- 
ral, turn than the reformer; and wit

In an(wer to Emendator, I muft 
fay, that there is a very great, an in- 
Superable, difficulty in aicertaining ma- 
ny of the plants.in Ray’s Synopfis. I 
open the book at random. How many 
of the-names of Conferve, on p. 59, 
can, Emendator afcertain trom the de- 


‘feriptions there given of ‘them? How 
“many of the genus Bryxm lic in con- 


cealment to this day? How many of 


his gramina defy the labours of the 
botanical fludent in his clofeft applica- 
tion? It was the very difficulty of af- 
certaining plants by the methods of 
Ray, and paren“ and Morifon, 
&c, which juftified Linnzus in the in~ 
vention of his immortal fyfiem, Ray 
has merit beyond my powers to de- 
clare; but the method he purfued was 
deficient in its principal aim, illuffra- 
tion. In this refpe& Linnzus thines 
with unrivalled dignity. 

Had I anfwered Emendator’s quef- 
tion as he wished, I could not have 
permitted him to draw any authority 
from Ray’s Synopfis to juftify his fuge 
geftions for a Pocket-Flora. For, in 
the firft place, Ray gives the generic 
chara&ter of each genus. This ree 
moves one great part of the difficulty, 
And, in the next place, Ray’s Svnopfis 
was/not intended as a Pock:t-Flora for 
the field; the general part of his no- 
menclature being deftitute of any fuf- 
ficient defcripticn, and to be knowm 
only by referring to the fynonyms and 
figures of autho:s which he quotes. 

Again let me defire. Emendator and 
J. S. to perufe carefully Dr. Brough- 
ton’s Enchiridion Botanicum, and to 
publith upon his fhort plan (adding 
defcriptions of only any new plant 
which they may be fortunate to find), 
inferting charaéters and numerical fi- 
gures to exprefs the natal foil and the 
times of flowering of any plant. Dr. 
Broughton went fome years fince to 
Jamaica, and, | underftand, died there. 

1 approve generally of what your 
correfpondent, A Welch Botansft, ur- 
get, p- ig; but I d-ffer from him in 
thinking that this Pocket-Flora thould 
be in Latin, not Englifo; not that I lay 
any firefs‘upon ¢b:s matter, But I am 
clearly of opinian, and would contend 
earnefily, that it fhould be in one thin 
volume $vo, for.convenicnce and rea 
dy ufe.

arms within the garter. 

This bifhop is faid to derive his’ de- 
fcent-from the Dukes of Bavaria. He 
had his education in Wyckham {chool, 
fucceeded to the mafterfhip, and was 
fucceflively prebendary of Winchefter, 
and warden of the college. Through 
the intereft of the lord trealurer, he was, 
in 1596, elc&ted Bithop of Worcefter; 
and, in the fame year, tranflated to 
Winchefter. In 1603-4, we find him 
a fpeaker and manager. at the Hamp- 
ton-court conference; and the charge 
of revifing the new tranflation of the 
Bible in King James’s reign fell to him. 
The fentence of divorce between the 
Earl of Effex anid Lady Howard was 
 reepcte by this prelate in 1613.

colle&tion of family-portraits, amd a 
neat chapel, whofe window of painted 
glafs is one of the fineft and completett 
Lhave any where feen. The park and 
gardens belonging to this houfe are 
exceedingly pleafant, and ormamented 
with much tafte. The old eal, the 
father of ovr celebrated Lord North, 
refided here with much hofpitality, 
and will be long remembered in this 
neighbourhood with veneration and 
regret. On an elevated part of the park 
is an obelifk, about 70 feet in height, 
with the following infcription on its 
pedeftal in capital letters:

Downz, and decorated with pyramids, 
figures of Time, Love, &c. are the 
cumbent effigies of the Earl and Coun- 
tefs of Downe, in their coronation- 
robes. He is reprefented in a complete 
fuit of armour, richly ftudded with 

old, his coronet on his head, loofe 

air, and rough beard, with a falling 
laced frill round his neck of four folds. 
The Countefs has her hair fully curl- 
ed, a veil over hers head, and a Queen 
Elizabeth’s ruff about her neck. Both 
their hands are clofed in prayer, and 
their heads reft on cufhions embroider 
ed with gold and gold taffels. At the 
earl’s feet is a greyhound, and at the 
couvtels’s a lion, both couchant, with- 
out the canopy ; and at the heads of 
the principal figures are two of their 
fons in armour, their fafes and the 


feabbards of their fwords powdered 


with gold Meurs-de-lys. They kneel 
upon their right knees, and their left 
hands reft upon a book fupported by 
the lefe knee, whilft their right hands 
are placed upon the left breafis, Fa- 
cing them, at the feet, is a daughrer 
Kneelins on both knees, with a boak 
clafped between her hands, which are 
elevated in the attitude of prayer. 
Beneath the canopy is the earl’s arms, 
quartering the Countefs’s, and the fol- 
lowing in{cription : : 
“Here: lyeth the body of the Right

ERMIT me to trouble you once 
more with a letter, which may 

perhaps afford amufement to fome of 
your Antiquarian readers, particularly 
to the two valuable corre{pondents, 
Julius Frontinus, vol. LXVI.'p. 824, 
and T.R. p. 1010, who there an- 
nounces his Antoninus béing almoft 
ready for the prefs. Prefuming, theres 
fore, that any recent atempts to afcer- 
tain the firuation of Reman {tations in 
Staffordthire, hitherto unfixed with 
certainty in any of the Itineraries, &c. 
mtay be acceptab'e to him, | offer the 
following refult of fome late obferva- 
tions, founded partly upon hinis pre- 
vioufly given me by J. F. and fince 
aided by a very ingenious and learned 
friend in the county, the Rev. Samuel 
Dickenfon, reétor of Blymhiil, to 
whom and his fon I am likewife much 
indebted for their valuable affiftance 10 
the Natural Hiftory, &c. 

In the XVI Lith lrer of Richard of 
Cirencefter, we, find the ftation of Ad 
Trivonam (not noticed in the Itinerary 
of Antonine), and its diftance of 12 
miles from Derventio, or Little Chef- 
ter, near Derby, on the one fide, and 
fcotn Etocétum, or Wall, near Lich- 
field, on the other, Neither Gale nor 
Horfley have affigned any modern 
place to this flation; but Stukeley fap- 
pofes it to be Burton-upon-Trent: 
and, no doubr, from the diftances: a- 
bove given, it was not far from thence, 
but not at Stretton, as Dr. Plot con- 
jeGtured it co be; as did alfo the late 
Dr. Pegge, in his learned Effay upon 
the Corittani ; for, that does. not all 
agree with the diftances in the Iter, 
being only 10 miles one way, and 14 
the other. Befides, I prefume from 
the name, Ad Trivonem, fignifying a 
town.or ftationar or by the Trent, we 
mui doek for it much nearer than 
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Stretton, which is a mile from it. At 
Branfton, then, about two miles South 
of Burton, 1 have now very little 
doubt of fixing it, where the diftances 
exafly correfpond with thofe in Ri- 
chard, and the river winds fo as to 
form a promontory, well adapted both 
for their proteétion, and fupply of one 
of the grand neceffaries of’ military 
life, water. {t is true, I have not 
yet been able to difcover any traces 
of a camp, tumulus, 8c. to corrobo- 
rate the above hypothefis. Bur, in an 
old rental of Sir William Pager, 3 
Edward VI. (now belonging to the 
Earl of Uxbridge, who has a noble 
property in this parith), I find the 
names of Bury farm, Bury or Brampflon 
hill, which certainly indicate the fire 
of fome antient place fuitable to the 
prefent purpofe. As I believe the fla. 
tions mentioned in Antonine and Ri- 
chard’s Itineraries were all provided 
with comfortable habitations of brick 
or fione building for the Roman garsi- 
fon, the reafon for no veftiges appear- 
ing in this, or in other fituations uni- 
verfally acknowledged to have been 
flations, is, that the materials have 
been tranfported from the fpot for the 
purpofe of building towns, &c. ‘in the 
neighbourhood; and, moft probably, 
the materia's of this lation were re- 
moved before the Conqueft to build, 
Burton abbey, or its great bridge, 
Whilft I was thus engaged laft Ap- 
tumn, my above worthy friend and co- 
adjutor in chefe abfirule fubje&is was 
no lefs fuccefsfully ie te upon the 
Watling-ftreet, in finding out the firu- 


ation of two other doubrful ftations, of ~ 


which he has favoured me with the 
following ; 

“ Not a doubt remains with meat pré- 
fent of the fite of Uxacona having been at 
the modern village of Ocon-gate, or Ocon- 
yate. One great difficulty occurred, viz. 


the diftance of this place from Wroxeter, ' 


which is only eight miies; and the Itine- 
rary diftance from Uricutium to Uxocona is 
eleven, This induced Horfley to fix upon 
a {pot oppofite Sheriffhales for the fite of 
Usxocona; which having carried him three 
miles too much towards the Eaft, he in 
confequence places Pennocrucium at Pen- 
kridge. In order to obviate this objection, 
Which I could not for fome time refolve, 
a thought luckily occurred, confirmed 
fince by very weighty arguments, that the 


prefent road from Watling- ftreet turnpike. 


to Wroxeter, if it was at all a road in the 
time of the Romans, was only a via-vici- 
nalis; and that the grand military way 

turned 




















Roman road (lgading from Wroxeter to 
Worcefter) a few miles fhort of Wrox- 
eter. This courfe reconciles the fite of 
Oconyate to the Stinetary diftance, and 
removes every difficulty. In the pre- 
fent road, between Watting-ftreet and 
Wroxeter, there was formerly a moraji, 
which no carriage could without great dif- 
ficulty pafs over even at Midfummer, My 
friend Mr. Pennant cencurs with me in 
opinion, that.a ruin, which we both faw 
at Oconyate about 30 years ago, was the 
remains of a Roman hypocauft. Oconyate 
being then determined upon for the fite of 
Uxocona, the’ Itinerary diftance of 12 miles 
brings us precifely to Stretton, where I 
have difcovered a remarkable eminence, 
called Roley-hill, with a gentle declivity to 
the meadows adjacent to the river Penk, 
which has the conveniency of a ford in 
this part. This eminence occupies about 
five acres, and is crowned with a tumulus, 
which appears to have ferved for an expto- 
ratory mount. It is {carcely one mile North 
from the ftreet-way ; and, whether it was 
a ftation or not, it is fuch a fituation as, I 
am )perfuaded, a Roman general would 
gladly have made choice of for this pur- 
” 


Dr. Plot wae likewife of opinion, 
that this Stretton was the fate of Pen- 
nocrucium, particularly as it anfwered 
to the diftance in the Itinerary; and 
his only objeftion, of no Roman coins 
or other Antiquities being found 
there, has been fince fufficiently re- 
moved ; for, a celt was found here in 
1717, and fhewn to the Society of An- 
tiquaries in 1726, who engraved it in 
the Archeologia, vol. V, p. 113: not 
Jong after which, in ploughing the 

unds of Mr. Congreve, at Stretton 
where his family had lived for many 
ages), was found a brafs head of the 
bolt of 4 catapulta, another of the 
fame metal and fhape being found, 
about a fortnight after, at Wall, or 
Etocetum. 

One day laft O&ober, Mr. Dicken- 
fon favoured me with his company to 
explore the celebrated Rykenild-ftreet 
acrofs Sutton Coldfield, where it cer- 
tainly remains in the moft perfec fate 
imaginable, It was truly an agreeable 
change from the clofe attention to old 
oo gain and the neceffary fludies 
or a County Hiftory, to be thus en- 
chantingly led along fuch venerable, [ 
had almoft faid facred, ground, in com- 
Pany with one whofe mind is not only 


os 
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turned off at Watling-ftreet gate to the 
left, towards Little Wenlock, in order to 
maintain the high ground on the, South fide 
of the Wrekin, and at length fell into the 


replete with claffical. erudition, but 
who had formerly examined fimilar 
roads in Italy, though none, he con- 
fefled, fo wide and beautiful as the 
part which then arrefted from his pen’ 
the following very pertinent deferip- 
tion : 


“ If any remains of venerable antiquity 
may claim the attention, or even a diftant’ 
vifit, from all who have the leaft curiofity’ 
for {uch refearches, it is the Ikenild Way in’ 
its courfe through Sutton Park, and acrofs 
the Colfield, It is, here a very {pacious 
road, not lefs than 60 feet in breadth; and, 
though the furface be in general overrun 
with heath, and, for a fhort {pace in the 
Park, overfpread with oaks of confidera~’ 
ble magnitude, yet the regularity of its fie 
gure has not been difturbed by the lapfe of 
14 centuries, [t is formed by gravel and. 
materials on the fpot; high raifed in the 
centre, with a gentle flope to the borders 
on each fide, where it is fkirted by the 
gutters from which it was in part caft up., 
The admirable prefervation of its original 
rotundity of furface to the extent’ of fome 
miles is owing to the following circumftan- 
ces: firft, its fituation on ground where the 
bufy transforming hand of culture has never" 
intruded, being for a mite and a half ia- 
clofed in a park, and, beyond that, ex- 
tending more than a mile on the South,. 
and nearly a mile on the North, fide the 
park over a dreary defert, the afpeét of 
which does not appear to have been changed 
fince the time of the Romans; and, 2dly, 
it is not in ufe as a public road for carriages, 
nor are any marks of rats or other infequalte 
ties from friction vifible on its furface. 

“Its proximity to an allowed Roman 
ftation at Wall, olfm Erocetem, where it 
interfeéts another Roman road of equal ce- 
lebrity, renders it, if poffible, an objeét of 
higher regard. The names of the adjacent 
villages, Wall and Chefterfield, give the 
moft fatisfaétory confirmation to the claim 
of this neighbourhood as exhibiting lafting . 
monuments of Roman grandeor. Nor can 
any ingenuous mind view fuch ftrikiug tef- 
timonies of hiftoric truth without unufaal 
emotion.’’ 


Thence we infpeéted and meafured 
a {mall undefcribed camp (an engraving 


- of which, together with other mifcella~ 


neous Antiquities, had been previoufly 
contributed to my firtt vol. by the prefenc 
learned and worthy bp.of Cloyne), about 
a mile Northward, in a corner of the 
fame Coldfield, near Bourn pool, which 
was no doubt Roman, and was probably 
ufed by fome of the army from Evoce- 
tum as an occafional retreat during their 
exploratory excurfions in this vicinity. 
The remainder of the evening was 

{pent 
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templation wpon the above fubjects, Bec.’ 
at the adjoining bofpiable manfion of 
Wom. Tennant,-e{q. Li:tle Afton-Hall, 
who has there’ created an earthly Para- 
dife out of @ defert. Whence the fol- 
lowing day, in our way to Wall, we 
faw a great natural.curiofity upon anp- 
ther of his eftates at Stona!}, in the pa- 
rifh of Shenfion, vx, the remains of a 
{mallforeft of pines, which have been 
for fome years paft dug up im great 
sumbets, and of a valt fize, in a peat- 
moor of about 100 acres.’ In general, 
the lower parts or flumps of the fir-trees, 
with immenfe roots, are only found ; 
but: fometimes the tYunks themfelves 
lying proftrare beneath the furface ; 
and the tenant, Mr. Smith, thewed us 
one which he had lately dug up 18 
yards long and proportionably thick, 
the wood being almoft impenetrably 
hard. How many ages they have thus 
hain, or what brought them here, would 
fequire a long and fepagate article of 
difcuffion ; but, I am ar prefent in the 
fame-opinion with: Dr. Plot, from the 
growiag pofition in which thefe ftumps 
and roo's are found, that they were in- 
digenous firsy ’nd nor the remainirg 
effeéts of any, or the great, deluge. 
” Leaving thefe natural curiofities for 
thofe of Roman art, we next vifited 
the ruins of Etocetym, which semain 
much in the flate as defcribed by 
Stukeley, &c. Hence wewa'ked half 
a mile acrofs the meadow-land, to ex- 
amine a molt curious and fivgular dif- 
covery.in Roman antiqvities in Mr. 
Bradburtic’s eftate at Pipe-hill, of 
which Mr. William Pit, the: inge- 
nious author of the Strafford hire Agri- 
évltural Report, had previcufly infor- 
med me, viz. the remains of a real 
Roman vallum, or military bariicade, 
extending fioia Wall (the antient £- 
tocetum), Northward, /through Pipe. 
hill, paralicf to the brook which, pali- 
‘ing Eaft of Pjpe-hill, goes through 
Wall. This wooden fortificaiion tas 
éompofed of the whole triinks of oak- 
trees ftahding on an end clofe to each 
Other, 2nd fixed fome depth ‘in the 
roued, “The valley on the Eaft, or 
Ourfide, of this fence, now good juéa- 
Gow-land, was doubilefs then a mo- 
_fafs, perhaps fcarcely paffable; but 
“the Roman {tation rendered more dif. 
ficult of accefs by this wooden wall, 
The timber above-ground has tong 
. fince been rotted OfF; but numbers. of 


' the Bottoms “had* been dig up by Mr. 
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Bradburne for feveral ‘years paft ‘in’ 
draining his eftaté here. Séveral of. 
thefe curious fpecimeéens ‘we thei faw,' 
the bottom parts of which were turned’ 
quite black, but remained peskeetly, 
found, and retained the marks-of the, 
axe as vifible as on the day they had, 
heen cut off, probably 2000 yéars . 
But, what is more remarkable, a few: 
days fubfequent to our then vifting the 
fpot, Mr. Bradbarne found, in digging 
a drain, feveral cbtire pieces of timbeny 
of which the above military batricade’ 


had been compofed, feveral of which’ 


I afterwards faw myfelf that had been 
then dug up, and feveral mote lying 
proftrace clofe to each other, abouttwo 
feet beneath the furface. By the fide of, 
thefe was found a wooden ‘mallet, 
fince unfortunately defiroyed by fire. 
Thefe pieces are uniform in length and, 
thape, and. confit of the whole trunks. 
of ovks 12 feet long, and from 10 to 
12 inches diameter in the heart, the 
fap being rotted off. Each piece of 
timber compofing this work has °a: ca- 
vity of 4 inches wide, and 3 feet long 
from the top, cut down its middle, evi- 
dently for a look-out, or for the pur- 
pofe ot difcharging miffile weapons on’ 


‘ap affailant withour being themfelves 


éxpofed, ‘This barricade has already 
been traced upwards of g00 yards in 
jength, not continued in a ftraight, 
line, but with Axnking baftions placed 
according to the mature of the ground, 
The particular part where thefe entire 
pieces have been difcovered feems to 
have been at the angie of one of the 
baftions, and they were probably 
thrown down by violence, which has 
fortunately been the means of prefer- 
ving this curious and nique {pecimen, 
being perhaps the only one left in this 
ifland that has efcaped the wreck of 
ages, to verify the words of Cefar, 
* caftra vallo foffaque muniri juber” 
(Commentaries, B. G. 1. 5). i 
To enter into a more mindte account 
of this grand outwork of the Romans 
would net only occupy too many of 
Mr. Urban’s pages, but anticipate the 
full defcripiion { mean to give, with 
an engraving of it, in my firk volume, 
I fhall, therefore, conclude with in 
forming T.R. that 1 ‘may. perhaps 
have it in my power ,to commynic te

That celebrated mafter of the pencil,

figure-Profopopceia in their defence; 
w ve me in mind of a boy, who 
pleaded the grammatical figure Syn- 
copé ‘upon another oceafion, but, I 
think, apon much better grounds. Give 
me leave to trouble you with the anee. 
dote, A {choolfellow of mine at Bury, 
whom the mafter, who was the Rev. 
Mr. Acthur Rynaefman, and, I have 
Been informed, had been one of the 
athers at Weitminfter, could not make 
comprehend the meaning of Syncope, 
delivered an exercife containing no- 
thing more than tlre fubjec&t of the 
theme at top, and his name and date 
at bottom. The mafter called the 
tripling up, and afked him what had 
got the middie part of his exercife, 
“* That is out by Syncope,” fays the 
boy. Ourpedagogue was fo’ pleafed, 
that he gave the lad half-a-crown. - 
-Thoraton, in the note lah above 
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cited, obferves, that the Italian’s ver- 
fion is very far from a tranflation, the 
author having not only adapted the 
names, but alfo the manners, to thofe 
of his countrymen, the Florentines; 
and yet Thornton bimfelf, im his firt 
note, informs us, that his reafon for 
adopting the title given this play by 
Shadwell and Fielding was, becaufe 
“* The Mifer” was more familiar to the 
Englifh ear; and fee his note to v. 44, 
a&t III. fcene 6, ain: he cites 
“ The Merchant” in Englith, but 
givesthe paflage in Latin. This feems 
to be deficient in propriety; fee p. 194 
of the tranflation in queftion, . Again, 
he tranflates ** ego te faciem madidum,” 
in ver 103, aét III. fcene 6, “ you 
fhall “be foaked with wine feas over - 
qu. “you fthall be drenched with 
wine,” omitting /eas over. Ver. 20, 
a&t IV, feene I. the literal tranflation 
feems to be better than his. Thefe 
remarks ars not made ix malam partem, 
but I flatter myfelf they may in fome 
meafure, perhaps, prove acceptable to 
fome of you.

The Royal Sovercign 1s another name 
compounded of an aajcflive and fub- 
ftantive ; though, as we are informed by 
Phineas Pette (and he end-his fon Peter 
were the builders of this capital man of 
war) at the time of its being launched, 
Sir Robert Manfeil, by the King’s 
command, pronounced it to be the 
Sovercign of the Seas; and Lam inclined 
to fufpeét it might nor acquire the epi- 
thet Royal before the Reftoration. This 
name has been likewile abbreviated and

Yer 
ther is hope that they fhall fiud more ia- 
counter then they expeét ; becawfe (as the 
States Ambaffador tellethme) befides 36 
faile which keep watch at Dunkerque, 
they have 14 waffers, belonging to thefe 
fithermea, and 20 more Jenc ta gward 
them by the States. Our fifhermen have

lated and delcended to fucceffors, and 
have been the means whereby alone 
the members have been protected a- 
gainft poverty ; thatit is the quality of 
property in the other fociery to be en- 
rely dependent on their own perfonal 
efforts, which can neither be prefervgd

Upon 
this, large bodies of their infantry rufhed 
through the openings in the curtains on the

advanced again{ft the fecond line, the others 
endeavoured to make themfelyes maiters 
of the rémaining redoubts of the firft; 
but ‘thefe, though perfeétly left to them- 
felves for a Confiderable time, entirely 
furrounded, cut off from every affiftance, 
an} attacked with fury by the enemy, who 
fre Gently got into the ditches, and at- 
tempted to climb the parapet, were de- 
fended in 4 manner that refleéts the 
bigheft hondur on the officers and troops 
that Were in thém.—The lofs in all thefe 
’ yedoubts was confiderable, and in one the 
artillery-men were obliged to fire the 
gus, but all the attacks were repilfed. 
The enemy’s right column, after occupy~ 
ing the two works which they, had car- 
ried, ‘pufhed, on between the lakes to 
attack the left of the fecond Lne; but 
Prince ,Frederick..of Orange (whofe gat- 
Jant and jadiciouws condu&t cannot fuf- 
ficiently. be praifed) having rallied his 
‘brigade, placed a part of his infantry be- 
hind the dyke, which conpeéts the third 
redoubt from the left of the firft line 
with the work whiich is’ on the Jeft of 
‘the fecond ; and. in this fitwation he re- 
Aifted the moff fevere attack that can be 
imagined, upon his front; whilé thofe 
bodves of the enemy’s infantry, which 
had pisrced between the redoubt of the 
firft line, were aétually in bis rear, he 
ast offy ‘maintained his polt, but 
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completely checked the enerhy’s procrets 
on this flank, .A great part-of the+troops 
of the left wing had been working in the 
trenches on the right of the Kinzig. ‘Ge- 
neral. La Tour, who commands the army 
of the fiege, formed three of ‘thefe bat- 
talions, which happened to be juft retura- 
ing from work, ahd retook, the village of 


.Sundbeim, which he maintained, though 
the enemy made great efforts to diflodge 


him. Lieut, Gen. Staader, who com- 
mands the left wing, drove back the ene- 
my, who had advanced againft the right. 
of the fecond line of it, and retook the 
redoubt on the Jeft of Sundheim ; and the 
Prince of Ovange, advancing between the 
two dykes, defeated the column with which 
he had been fo/ feyerely engaged, and 
recovered the redoubts it had carried. 
The enemy thea retired into his en- 
trenched camp. The lofs of the Anf- 
trian’ amounted to 45 officers, and about 
1300 men, kille:!, wounded, and miffing, 
which, confidering that not ‘more thaa 
half the left wing was engaged, js-cer- 
tainly confiderable ; bot that of the French, 
muft have been much greater. The 
ground round the works was in fome 
parts covered with their dead bodies, and 
Iam very much within hounds in ftating 
their lofs at 2000 men. During the time 
the French were in poffeffion of the re- 
doubts on the left, they found means to’ 
carry off five pieces of cannon. The others 
were all re-taken. It is impoffible to 
attempt to do juftice to the condudét of 
the Archduke; he animated the troops 
in retaking Sundheim, direéted the at- 
tacks on the work that had been loft to 
the left of it, and, under the heavieft fire, 
gave his orders with the greateft coolnefs, 
and the moft perfeé& military knowledge. 
Lieut, Proby, of bis Majefty’s oth. regi- 
ment of Foat, (attached to Lieut.-Col. 
Craufurd’s miffion) was wounded hy a 
mufket-fhot; but 1 feel great fatisfaction 
in being able to add that the wound is of 
avery flight nature, and will have no other 
eonfequence whatever than that of a very 
fhort confinement.

—This gentleman’s unfortunate end draws 
our attention to’the hiftory of his father, 
Theodore, King of Corfica. In 1736+, te- 
ing'of'a projecting difpofition, with fingu- 
lar abilities and turn of mind, ‘and having 
received h's education in the Frenchfervice, 
hevavailed himfel£ of the keen difputes be- 
tween the Genoefe and Corficans, and 
afpired to the throne of Corfica. He 
wrote to Rivarola,. their Plenipotenti- 
ary in‘ Tufcany, promifing'canfiderable af- 
filtance if they would’ make him. king, 
and then failed and landed at Tavagna. 
He was a man of ftately appearance, and 
wore a Turkith drefs, which added'to the 
dignity of his mien ; and he was proclaimed 
king before Rivalora’s difpatches arrived. 
He blocked up the fortified towns, and 
ufed various artifices ti eftablith himfelf in 
their favour by pretencing: to {py with a 
telefcope the veflels ut’ a diftance. coming 
with his promifed aid, and by caufin- 
packets to be frequently brought him, 
which he pre’ended to be difpatches from 
the comts of Europe accrediting him as 
King of Corfica. After having been there 
about eight months, he perceivrd that their 
affections began to cool towards him, and 
he ear to leave them f.r a while, 
In» Holland he gained credit with fome 
Jews fir cannon and ftores, under the 
charge of a fupercargo; with thefe he 
seturned in 1739, 4nd /then put to death 
thefupercargo, that he might not have any 
trouble from his demands, By tiiis time 
the French hid become.{o powei ful in the 
ffland, that’ Theodore did, not’ incline, to 
‘ventore his perfon, the’ Gendefe. having 
Act a high price upon Js head. He thiere- 
fore chofe to reliiquith, his. throne, and 
gave up lus views of-anjbition ‘for falety ;

On 
he shee nad, . eo a mot fingular 
man, and had. been fo beaten about, by 
‘change of fortune, that he had loft the 
‘eommort fentiments of mankind, and 
viewed things as One who is mad, or 
drunk, or in a fever: all opinions feem 
‘to agree that he was of fervice in reviving 


_ the fpirit.of the nation, which after many 


years of conftant war wag beginning to 
droop. ‘He came to England, where he 
was arrefted for debt, and took the benefit 
‘of an infolvent aét, under which he regif- 
tered his kingdom as a part of fis effets 
‘affigned to his creditors*: and foon after 
died in the parith of St. Anne’s Weftmin- 
fter, where the following infcription m.rles

Tuzovore king of Corfica;
